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MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31st.  DECEMBER.  1QUC. 


To  tho  Mayor.  Aldormcn  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Hclston 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
Borough  of  Hclston  for  the  year  1955* 

Once  again  the  Borough  has  the  distinction  of  having  what  is 
probably  the  highest  birth  rate  of  any  district  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
unfortunately,  however,  the  death  rate  has  risen  to  a rather  high  figure 
in  actual  deaths,  although  the  rate  per  1,000  of  population  is  not  so 
high  as  to  cause  any  anxiety. 

Except  for  tho  moaslcs  epidemic  the  district  remained  fairly  free 
from  infectious  disease. 

Tho  first  steps  were  taken  in  the  Clearance  of  Unfit  housos,  after 
the  survey  of  tho  district  had  boon  completed. 

Tho  problem  of  housing  in  Hclston  is  very  serious,  as  there  is 
tremendous  pressure  on  tho  existing  dwellings  not  only  by  the  local 
population  but  by  people  concerned  with  the  various  governmental  enterprises 
located  round  about.  This  predisposes  to  tho  conversion  by  their  owners 
of  low-rent  unfurnished  houses  to  high-rent  furnished  accommodation  and 
leaves  the  provision  of  unfurnished  houses  to  the  local  authority.  This 
problem  is  much  more  serious  now  in  view  of  the  Government’s  decision  to 
end  the  housing  subsidy,  thus  either  making  Council  house  rent  too  high  for 
most  tenants  or  requiring  them  to  bo  kept  down  by  rate  subsidy.  Neither 
plan  can  commend  itself  to  most  people  and  I am  sure  the  Council  has  a 
difficult  problem  to  solve.

A further  small  rise  in  population  occurred  during  the  year,  probably 
not  of  great  significance-, 

The  Birth  Sate  remained  at  a very  high  level  indeed,  one  of  the  highest, 
if  not,  in  fact,  the  highest  in  England.  This  is,  of  course,  the  result  of 
the  addition  to  the  small  number  of  younger  married  couples  who  are  natives 
of  the  Borough,  tho  relatively  large  number  of  additional  couples  at  tho 
3.N.A.S.  Married  Quarters,  thus  doubling  the  reproductive  powers  of  the 
Borough's  inhabitants  without  greatly  increasing  their  numbers.

There  wore  only  two  still-births  this  year,  a figure  which  varies 
little  annually.

There  was  little  difference  hero  from  the  figures  in  previous  years.

This  has  risen  fairly  steadily  over  the  last  three  years  and  is  now 
slightly  above  the  average  for  England  and  Wales. 

Tho  chief  causes  of  death  were  disoascs  of  tho  heart  and  arterios  (81) 
followed  by  cancer  (11)  and  respiratory  disease  (8).

These  figures  show  a big  change  from  last  year  in  tho  number  of  deaths 
from  disease  of  the  heart  and  arteries,  loading  to  death  from  a "stroke", 
apoplexy  or  heart  failure.  Against  6l  deaths  from  those  causes  in  1954, 

81  wero  recorded  in  1955*

This  table  shows  that  there  has  boon  a slight  increase  in  deaths  from 
lung  disease,  an  apparent  decrease  in  deaths  from  cancer  (excopt  in  1954) 
and  an  irregular  but  marked  rise  in  deaths  from  heart  disease.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


This  section  covers  both  Kerrier  Rural  District  and  Helston  Borough, 
as  all  services  are  shared  alike  between  them,  and  certain  services,  such 
as  Heme  Help  and  St.  John  Ambulance  aro  specifically  provided  for  both 
areas  without  distinction. 


Hospital  Services 

Patients  may  be  treated  at  Gamborne-Rodruth  Minors ' and  General 
Hospital,  The  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro,  'The  Falmouth  and  District 
Hospital,  The  West  Cornwall  Hospital,  Pcnzanco,  or  Helston  Cottage  Hospital, 
depending  on  the  needs  and  residence  of  the  patient. 

Tuberculosis  inpatient  treatment  is  centred  at  TGhidy  Hospital,  Camborne, 
and  out-patient  and  contact  clinics  aro  hold  at  Camborne,  Falmouth  and 
Penzance. 


The  Geriatric  Unit  is  centred  at  Barncocsc  Hospital,  Redruth,  with 
annexes  at  Ucnoago  House,  Helston  and  Budock  House,  Falmouth. 

Midwifery.  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting  Services 

Homo  Nursing  and  midwifery  are  undertaken  by  the  District  Nursc/Midwivos , 
who  aro  also  Health  Visitors,  with  responsibility  for  the  caro  of  children 
up  to  schhol  ago.

ambulance  Service 


The  day  cover  for  the  district  is  provided  primarily  by  the  County 
Ambulance  Service  from  the  Redruth  Depot,  which  operates  4 radio-controlled 
ambulances  and  4 utiloeons  without  radio.  One  additional  utilccon  is 
stationed  at  Gunwalloe  and  this  is  under  wireless  control  from  Redruth. 

The  extreme  eastern  part  of  Kerrier,  from  Ponsanooth  to  Budock  is  under  the 
care  of  the  County  Ambulances  based  on  Falmouth. 

By  night,  and  at  weekends,  cover  is  provided  by  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade.  The  Helston  Ambulance  is  on  call  for  the  bulk  of  the  area,  but  it 
is  re-inf arced  as  required  by  ambulances  at  Penzance,  St.  Ives,  Haylc, 
Camborne,  Illogan,  Redruth  and  Falmouth. 
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TIig  following  tabic  is  a summary  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Holston 
St.  John  Ambulance  curing  the  year,  in  addition  to  other  removals  carried 
out  by  the  County  Ambulance  Service.

Comment 


Both  districts  remained  free  from  typhoid,  paratyphoid,  meningococcal 
infection,  diphtheria,  smallpox,  poliomyelitis,  dysentery,  encephalitis 
and  ophthalmia  of  the  newborn  throughout  tho  year. 

Only  occasional  cases  v;e re  reported  of  erysipelas,  pneumonic.,  food 
poisoning  and  scarlet  fever. 

There  was  a certain  amount  of  whooping  cough  and  a small  epidemic  of 
measles,  which  attacked  Holston  the  most  heavily.

In  the  tables  above,  it  will  be  noticed  how  many  people  accept  B.C.G. 
vaccination  when  they  are  found  to  be  contacts  of  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

In  Kerrier  14  out  of  18  skin-test-negative  contacts  accepted  vaccination 
and  only  4 refused,  while  in  Helston  all  12  such  contacts  consented  to  be 
vaccinated. 


This  vaccination  of  contacts  is  an  important  part  of  control  of  the 
disease  as  by  this  means  we  are  able  to  prevent  relatives  and  friends  of  known 
cases  from  remaining  susceptible  to  the  disease.  This  tends  to  restrict  the 
number  of  people  who  can  be  infected  by  the  disease  and  gradually  build  up  a 
wall  of  immunity  around  oach  patient,  thoroby  saving  others  and  at  the  same 
time  making  the  patient  less  likely  to  worry  about  any  possible  danger  to 
friends  and  relations. 


A further  part  is  played  by  B.G.G.  vaccination  in  the  protection  of 
susceptible  children  before  they  leave  school.  (The  figures  for  this  arc 
found  in  the  next  sot  of  tables. )

The  work  of  the  department  has  again  been  very  busy  during  the 
year  under  review. 

A start  has  "been  made  on  slum  clearance,  and  although,  happily, 
it  does  not  present  a large  problem  in  this  district  at  present,  quite 
a lot  of  administration  and  technical  work  is  involved  in  the  preparation 
and  successful  completion  of  this  duty.  One  clearance  order  has  been 
made  and  a start  has  been  made  on  another  area. 

Slaughtering  has  again  increased  in  volume  at  the  private 
slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough,  and  has  necessitated  a great  deal  of  time 
being  spent  on  this  most  important  task. 

Inspection  of  food  premises  has  continued,  and  some  good  results 
have  been  obtained  in  raising  the  standards  of  hygiene  generally,  by 
means  of  advice  and  informal  action.  During  the  year  the  Food  & Drugs 
Act,  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  reached  the  Statute  Book,  and  came  into 
operation  on  January  1st,  1956,  with  the  exception  of  those  provisions 
which  necessitated  structural  alterations,  which  have  effect  on  July 
1st  1956.  This  new  legislation  will  entail  a detailed  survey  of  all 
food  premises,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  Council  will  be  asked  to  en- 
force the  provisions  of  the  regulations  in  those  cases  where  persuasion 
and  advice  does  not  have  the  desired  effect. 

The  flooding  of  some  parts  of  the  town  due  to  surcharge  of  the 
sewers,  experienced  for  some  time,  should  be  eliminated  during  the  coming 
year,  by  the  provision  of  a 15"  sewer  which  will  divert  the  greater  part 
of  the  sewage  from  the  higher  levels  direct  to  the  disposal  plant  via  the 
new  Ministry  of  Supply  housing  estate  sewers. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  convey  my  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  all  the  staff  for  the  splendid  manner  in  which  they 
have  coped  with  the  work,  which  at  times  is  very  arduous.

All  the  Grade  3 samples  were  from  a manufacturer  in  the  Borough, 
and  the  product  was  sampled  at  each  stage  during  its  manufacture,  in  an 
attempt  to  discover  the  cause  of  contamination.  After  very  detailed 
examination  of  the  plant  and  equipment,  the  fault  was  put  on  the  pasteuris- 
er.. The  producer  commenced  using  a different  medium  for  the  daily 
cleansing  and  steriling  routine  and  no  trouble  has  since  been  experienced.

Slaughtering  at  the  private  slaughterhouse  has  more  than  doubled 
during  the  past  year,  the  greatest  increase  being  in  calves,  sheep  and  pigs. 

An  encouraging  feature  is  the  marked  drop  in  the  number  of  Cows  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  compared  with  1954.  The  number  of  cows  condemned  for  generali- 
sed tuberculosis  dropped  from  9.6  per  cent  to  3.4  per  cent. 

It  will  be  seen  that  one  calf  was  condemned  for  congenital  tuberculosis. 

The  veterinary  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  were  notified  and  they 
were  able  to  trace  the  cow,  which  was  suffering  from  advanced  tuberculosis.

HOUSING 


The  most  important  single  event  during  the  year  was  undoubtedly  the 
decision  of  the  present  administration  to  place  a deterrent  in  the  way  of 
capital  development  in  relation  to  the  provision  of  houses,  although  the 
pile  was  sweetened  to  some  extent  in  favour  of  plans  for  clearing  slum 
properties.  The  full  effect  of  this  action  will  not  make  itself  felt 
immediately,  but  its  probable  results  in  areas  such  as  this,  will  cause  much 
heart-searching  and  heated  discussion,  as  it  is  bound  to,  where  human  problem 
are  concerned. 
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By  dispensing  with  the  system  of  housing  allocations,  assistance  may 
have  Been  given  to  large  authorities,  hut  to  a Borough  of  this  size  and 
resources  it  is  of  very  little  help,  and  it  is  Becoming  increasingly  difficult 
to  finance  Building  with  ever  rising  costs,  so  as  to  provide  homes  at  a 
reasonable  rent.  Indeed,  it  is  Becoming  apparent  that  with  the  reduction  of 
subsidies  from  the  Treasury,  which  may  Be  completely  stopped  in  the  near 
future,  and  the  higher  cost  of  Borrowing,  it  will  Be  impossible  to  formulate 
a realistic  plan  for  housing  our  own  resident  applicants  unless  either, 
economic  rents  are  charged,  or  the  rents  are  subsidised  from  rates.  Either 
course  demands  most  careful  thought. 

The  Council  will  no  doubt  have  to  consider  whether  to  keep  a rehousing 
Balance  Between  the  needs  of  persons  already  on  the  waiting  list  and  those 
occupying  houses  to  Be  demolished,  Bearing  in  mind  that  a housing  authority 
has  the  dual  duty  of  housing  those  in  need  and  of  arranging  their  finances 
so  that  the  result  is  fair  Both  to  tenants  and  ratepayers  generally. 

'the  improvement  of  private  property  with  financial  aid  from  the  Council 
is  having  little  or  no  effect  on  the  housing  situation  as  it  affects  the 
waiting  lists,  due  in  some  measure  to  the  low  rateable  values  of  the  older 
tjfpes  of  properties  that  would  add  to  the  pool  available  for  letting  purposes. 
Perhaps  one  or  two  selected  controlled  properties  could  Be  purchased  and  given 
a few  years  of  useful  life  with  the  provision  of  some  modern  amenities. 

The  extent  of  the  slum  clearance  programme  has  not  proved  to  Be  so  large 
as  was  at  first  expected  and  areas  will  Be  represented  in  due  course  for  con- 
sideration By  the  Council. 

A problem  of  some  magnitude  still  remains  however,  with  the  large 
number  of  old  houses,  which,  though  not  in  the  category  of  Being  unfit  in  the 
legal  sense,  are  certainly  very  uncomf ortable  for  the  occupantsm living  in 
them,  and  on  which  the  owners  are  unable,  or,  not  without  some  justification, 
unwilling  to  spend  capital  on  improvements,  while  costs  remain  so  high  and 
return  is  so  low.
